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BE ENCOUAGED AND MOVE ON 


Without Salvation And Deep Spirtuality Life 
is Not Worth Living. 


Nothing Cun Upset or Over- 
throw God’s Plans for 
His Church. 


Some one said, “Il am discour- 
aged and do not know what to 
do.” I wonder why any one that 
has salvation should be discour- 
aged. Salvation is expected to 
lift one above discouragement. 
If it does not there is a shortage 
somewhere. The Lord’s people 
are expected toknow no dis- 
couragement. They are to have 
victory always. Paul says, “Re- 
joice evermore.” 

When Moses was dead and the 
command of all Iseral fell upon 
Joshua, with the responsibility 
came a strong exhortation, and 
we might say, a command to 
“be strong and of a good cour- 
age.” With this command came 
a promise, and then again came 


the words, “Only be thou 
strong and very courageous.” 
God was trying to show 


Joshua that he should prosper 
if he would keep up his courage. 


“That thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest.” 
After God had given Joshua 


some more instructions. He told 
him the third time to “Be strong 
and of a good courage.” And 
this was enough. It is not record- 
ed that Joshua ever’ backed 
down or became melancholy. He 
always kept the victory. Some 
of his people failed him and dis- 
obeyed, but he put them out of 
the way and went on. He proved 


. himself a great general over the 


great hosts of Israel and mar- 
shaled them to conquest and vic- 
tory. 

I do not know of a passage in 


the Bible that indicates that 
people should be discouraged. 


When the prophecy went forth 
telling of the coming of the 
Messiah, with it came the words: 
‘He shall not fail nor be dis- 
couraged” (Isa. 42:4.) If any one 
on earth could have’ good 
reasons’ for discouragement 
surely it was He, but no, _ the 
prophecy said He should not be 
discouraged and of course He 
was not. 

Jesus succeeded in getting 
many disciples after months and 
years of toil but by and by as 
He began to urge upon them 
some deeper spiritual lesson 
they stopped and would not have 
it. Many therefore of his disci- 
ples when they had heard this, 
said, “This is an hard saying; 
who can hear it.” And “from that 
time many of his disciples went 
back, and walked no more with 
him.” (John 6:60, 66.) 

Imagine Jesus watching them 
as they disappeared. And at 
last He turned to the twelve 
and said-“Will ye also go away?” 
But no discouragement to Him. 
He had the victory. He lived the 
victory and kept it all the time. 
Then if we have the Spirit of Je- 
sus, how can we be discouraged? 
Instead, of being discouraged 
when things appear to be going 
wrong it is better to be encour- 
aged and move on- 

Jesus did not give up because 





that. great number of disciples | 
left Him. Peter affirmed his al- 
legience to Him, and the others 
;stuck to Him a_ while longer. 
‘But if they all had forsaken 
‘Him He would not have been 
discouraged because it had been 
said in the Scriptures that He 
should not be discouraged. 


God is against discouragement 
He does not want His people to 
become discouraged. They can 
do no good if they are discour- 
aged. If one becomes discourag- 
ed he will discourage some one 
else almost sure. It sometimes 
takes great effort on the part of 
leaders to rally their forces a- 
bove discouragement.Once when 
General Grant was in command 
of the federa! troops during the 
civil war in the sixties, the en- 
tire army under his command 
became so discouraged that 
they did not seem to care what 
happened. Just about as willing 
to surrender as gain a_ victory. 
The General mounted a fleet 
horse and rode out before the 
troops and put himself between 
them and the enemy. He rode 
backward and forward through 
cornfields and wood and shouted 
and encouraged and 
such bravery that the 
army became ashamed, 
up courage, went into 
with a vim, Grant leading 
charge in person. and 
the victory. 

This has been experienced 
often in times of war. An officer 
once called upon his drummer 
boy to beat a retreat, but the 
boy said he had never learned 
how to beat a retreat, but in- 
sisted that he beat a charge. At

last the officer gave consent 
and as the drum began to roll 
the courage of the tired soldiers 
began to pick up and away 
they went and the charge was 4 
success to them and a defeat to 
their enemy. 

Paul tells us to be good sol- 
diers of Jesus Christ- And this 
means that we should always 
be encouraged and move on. 
Years ago when temptations to 
discouragement would creep up- 
on me I would sing: 

“We'll never be discouraged 
Though difficulties rise, 
And seem to stop the path way 

That leadeth. to the skies; 

We'll ever travel onward 

Not fearing any foe. 

But ever looking upward 

We'll conquer as we go.” 
and after singing this verse and 
others with it over several times 
the spirit of discouragement 
would slink away and _ victory 
would pearch upon my head. 

At last I decided it was a sin 
to be discouraged and from that 
day till this I have not known 
such an experience, although 
the battles have been severe at 
times. The Lord has made me 
able to look into the face of 
many onslaughts of the devil 
and grin and laugh and keep up 
courage till the whole thing 
would melt away as snow in the 
hot sun. I have many times 

rather enjoyed the battle than’ 
think of shrinking. In fact since 
I have gotten into the Church

of God I have found something | aha 
ig. 


that knows no defeat. I am too 
well accustomed to opposition 
|to think of anything else but cer- 
tain victory. 


3e encouraged and move on 
‘is our slogan. To retreat in 
times of peril would be cowardly 
and I’m sure there is nothing to 
be afraid of in the Christian 
race. In relating some of his 
experiences Paul said, ‘““We are 
troubled on every side, yet not 
distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair; persecuted, but 
not forsaken; cast down, but not 
destroyed; always bearing about 
in the body the dying of the Lord 
Jesus.” (2 Cor. 4: 8-10.) And in 
the same letter a little farther on 
he said, “I am exceeding joyful 
in all our tribulation.” (2 Cor. 7 
4.) There was where Paul lived: 
Again in the same letter (R.V.) 
he said, “Being therefore always 
of good courage.” That was 
the secret of Paul’s success. He 
was always of a good courage. 
And this is the secret of success 
in the lives of all great 
God. 


Lions could not.scare Daniel. 
A furnace of fire could not 
frighten the three Hebrew boys. 
A big river flowing out of its 
banks could not stop courageous 
Joshua. The walls of Jericho, 
great and high as they were 
could not keep him out of the 
city. The defeat at Ai only 
caused him to take fresh cour- 
age, put the offender to death 
and go in person to the conflict, 
and of course he won the vic- 
tory. 

Paul was at home in chains 
in prison, sang at midnight 
while his feet were in the stocks 
and his back bleeding under the 
cruel lash. He felt free and 
pleasant before councils. kines 
on their thrones, and judges on 
their seats. Before king Agrippa 
Paul said he ‘was “happy.” A 
prisoner at the bar, condemned 
and accused, weighted down 
with prison chains and _ bonds, 
brought before the king to 
make his defence: and happy in 
such a state. Yes, Paul was hap- 
py: 

Close your eyes and look in 
the face of that illustrious man 
and see it shine. Where was the 
discouragement? Where were 
the blues in that man’s life. It 
was courage that made him 
great. He would not give up. He 
‘knew he was right, therefore 
he could be bold. 

When the crew on board the 
| vessel that was wrecked in the 
|Mediterranean sea had_ given 
up in despair and only waiting 
for the final moment when they 
would be plunged into a watery 
grave, Paul the prisoner, stepped 
out boldly in front of them, full 
of hope and courage: and told 
them to take some food and 
look up and be encouraged for 
they should not pertsh. 

Always happy in the darkest 
hour. Always full of courage 
when there seemed to be no way 
of escape. This is what salvation 
did for Paul. It will do the same 
‘for you if you get a_ sufficient 
\dose of it. If you are not past 
discouragement you are not far 
‘enough over into the deep re 
cesses of God's love. 
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is expected to cure you 
blues—of all discouragement. 

Without salvation and deep 
spirituality, life is not 
Many have just eiough 
religion to make them miserable. 
Thereis a place of abundant 
grace. “For if by one man’s of- 
fence death reigned by one; 
much more they which receive 
abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign 
in life by one Jesus Christ.” 
(Rom. 5:17.) There is the * 
abundant life.” 

If salvation and 
uality are essential to make life | 
worth living, then it it is neces- 
sary to be possessors of these 
virtues. There is salvation, and 
many possess it, but where are 
they that have the deep spirit- 
uality? Many of our people pos- 
sess it I’m sure, but not so 
many but what there should be 
It is not enough to mere- 
ly have salvation. Every child 
of God should fly over into a 
spiritual realm that will cure 
them of all discouragement, and 
be so you can say you are hap- 
py when you are called upon to 
give a reason for the hope that 
is in you before judges on their 
seats or in the judgment hall of 
a king. 

How can you become more 
spiritual, did you say? Yes, this 
question is interesting to many. 
Son.a 
prayer, and some in denying 
themselves of certain food, some 
eat no meat, some go out alone 
and remain alone for days, and 
some have remained almost 
alone for. years. Some have de- 
nied themselves of any pleasure 
social relations, and a thous- 
and other things. They want to 
become spiritual. They want 
to become deeply spiritual. But 
watch many of these 
named and you will 
them under 
discouraged. 

I do not hesitate to say there 
is something wrong when peo- 
ple give way to discouragement: 
for God wants His children to 
be encouraged and move on. No 
time for discouragement. It is a 
trick of the devil to get a child 
of God discouraged. It will not 
do. You-must not yield to it. Let 
others do as they may, hold up 
your head and go on and live a 
perfectly obedient life. There is 
the secret. Obey the Bible. 
Obey the Spirit. Keep yielding to 
Ilis tender wooings. Know also

“Behold, | send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves: be 
ye therefore wise as_ serpents, 
and harmless as doves.”’
